Navy Reports Japs Lost Four Large 
Plane Carriers And Six Other Ships At 
Midway; Twelve Are Believed Damaged

Pearl Harbor. T H., June 29 (AP) 
—The defeat of the Japanese in­ 
vasion fleet off Midway Island was 
even worse than first reported. 
The Navy, waiting until It had 
rounded up all reports and checked 
them, flatly wrote off these Japanese 
losses: 
The

26.900 tim*. 
The

Two heavy cruisers, probably 
the 8,500 ton Mogami and the 
8,500 ton Mikuma, 
Three destroyers and a cargo 
or transport vessel. 
Unofficial estimates placed the 
probable Japanese death list at 
18,000 or more. 


The Navy’s tally added up to at 
least IO ships sent to the bottom in 
the big sea-alr battle earlier this 
m onth off Midway. 
The definite 
report of four carriers sunk con­ 
trasted with tentative reports on 
June IO of “two and possibly three.” 
The same reports listed only one 
other Jap ship as definitely sunk, 
a destroyer. 


An Associated Press staff man 
who witnessed some of the Midway 
battle from a cruiser reported later 
th at the Japanese fleet included 
five carriers, So only one of them 
got away.

Axis Juggernaut 
Is Pushing Into 
Valley Of Nile

The Axis announced today that its forces in Egypt cap­ 
tured Matruh this morning, thus reducing the first of the 
defense strongholds on the road to the rich valley of the 
Nile, the Naval base of Alexandria and the Suez Canal—and 
the British did not deny the claim. 
Rut indications were that the Allied forces making up the 
Eighth British Army had withdrawn to take another stand 
in desperate search for positions from which the Axis jugger­ 
naut could be halt tnt after its impairment in isolated engage­ 
ments and reinforcement of the defense. 
Avoid Full-Scale Clash 
The tactics seemed to call for avoidance of a full-scale 
clash with Field Marshal Rommel's columns so long as tho 
defenders stood under the handicap of inferiority in tanks. 
On one point of the Axis claims there was official British 
agreement—that Rommel’s forces, successively by-passing 
M atruh’s western and southern defense positions in two days 
of battle had reached around to the southeastern or Nile 
valley side of Matruh, prised railhead, IGO miles from 
Alexandria. 
The Alexandria area was raided this morning by Axis 
planes but they caused little damage and no casualties, ac­ 
cording to the official Egyptian report. 
Defenders Are Withdrawn 
Berlin and Rome said that at Matruh Rommel captured 
more than 6,090 prisoners and that he was continuing the 
eastward drive. 
The 6,000 figure suggested that the bulk of M atruh’s de­ 
fenders had been withdrawn. 
Today’s RAP communique from Cairo contained no hint 
I on the course of the land battle. It reported merely that Axis 
truck and tank concentrations were attacked throughout Sat­ 
urday and Sunday nights, with large fires springing up be­ 
tween Matruh and Salum, at the Libyan border, and that 
during Sunday fighters reconnoitered the foe and provided 


vessels.

Many Gasoline Stations In Gettysburg And 
AdamsCountyOutOf Gas Until Wednesday 


The gasoline supply in Gettysburg 
and Adams county reached its most 
acute stage of the war period today 
with many stations reported to be 
"sold out” and some stations "closed 
until Wednesday.” 
The shortage will continue, one 
representative 
dealer 
said, 
until 
Wednesday. July I, when the new 
quota of gasoline starts. 
During the m onth of June the 
quota per station had been fifty 
per cent of last June’s consumption 
and dealers were perm itted to pur­ 
chase only half the am ount of gaso­ 
line they bought last June. 


W ith this situation at hand gas 
station operators used .several alter­ 
natives: 
Some sold their gasoline "as 
they came" . . . that is, opera­ 
tors sold their supply in any 
quantity requested by the motor­ 
ist. 
Some limited the amount of 
gasoline a motorist could pur­ 
chase in order to spread his 
rationed supply over the entire 
month. 
Some sold gasoline to defense 
workers, farmers and commercial 
users only. 


Over the week-end many m otor­ 
ists had difficulty purchasing gas 
and on Sunday a number of stations 
throughout the county closed . ^ . 
some because they were out of gaso­ 
line and others because they wanted 
to conserve their rem aining supply 
to get the benefit of a two and one- 
half-cent a gallon Increase effective 
today. 
Those stations without gas today 
will not receive an additional .supply 
until Wednesday . . . or until the 
tank wagon can get around to them 
after the break of July I morning.

Sale Of War Bonds And Stamps Will Mark 
79th Anniversary Of "Battl e Of Getty sburg 


At the stroke of noon, W ednes­ 
day, July I, the 79th anniversary of 
the opening of the three days’ B at­ 
tle of Gettysburg, retail m erchants 
of this historic community will cease 
all business activity and devote fif­ 
teen m inutes to the sale of war 
bonds and stamps. 
During th a t first quarter hour 
after 12 o’clock noon most of the 
retail m erchants will refuse to trans­ 
act business of their own. 
Instead 
they will work for Uncle Sam. They 
and their clerks will exert all their 
salesm anship efforts to sell bonds 
and stamps. 
From the strange contrast of shot 
and shell th a t rattled through this 
little community 79 years ago when 


two armies engaged in armed con­ 
flict to the new “assault” of sales­ 
m anship on the memorable an n i­ 
versary date this year time has 
evoked a serious and hazardous 
change. 
Seventy-nine years ago a nation 
was torn in civil strife. 
This year 
the security of the now united n a ­ 
tion is threatened by a trio of 
treacherous 
and 
barbarous 
p art­ 
ners . . . Germany, Japan and Italy. 
The sale of bonds becomes an im ­ 
portant phase in the struggle to de­ 
feat the Axis partners. 
Billions of 
dollars are required to finance th e 
struggle and everyone is asked to do 
his or her share by purchasing to 


the full lim it of his or her financial 
ability. 
Gettysburg m erchants will devote 
fifteen 
m i n u t e s 
to this effort 
W ednesday noon. 
They will con­ 
tinue to sell bonds and stam ps so 
long as the war lasts, but for that 
one initial quarter hour period no 
other business will be transacted. It 
will all be for Uncle Sam. 
Mares Sherm an Is chairm an of the 
retail division of the Adams county 
committee for the sale of war bonds 
and stamps. 
A new slogan is sweeping the n a ­ 
tion in the bond and stam p sales: 
“Keep on buying until the boys 
stop dying.”
